eOSSIP OF THE TUBE. 

Coccerning the ainnal meeting of the Jockey 
CUb in New York last week the Herald of Fri- 
day says : 

“The Jockey Clnb wee well represented at 
the annual meeting held yesterday in the rooms 
of the organiaation. No. 173 Fifth avenue. 
Among thnea precent were August Belmcnt, J. 
G. Green, J. B. Haygin, Andrew Miller, F. K. 
Sturgis, James Galway, H, K. Knapp, F. R. 
Hitchcock, F. Gebbard and A. F. Walcott. 

“After the reports of the secretary and the 
treasurer bad been read the following were re- 
elected stewards for two years; August Bel- 
mont, J, H. Bradford, James R, Keene and F. K. 
Sturgis. 

“Of the three amendments presented by Frank 
B. Hitchcock, the following amendment to par- 
agraph 1 of part 17 of the rules of racing was 
adopted : 

“‘In races not of heats a dead heat for first 
place is to be run off on the same day atthe time 
the stewards appoint, but at en interval of not 
lees than twenty minutes, unless the race ad- 
mits of division and the owners agree to divide; 
but if the horses rnnnirg a dead heat be two- 
yeai-olds the dead heat shall not be run cff, and 
owners shall divide.’ 

“The last sentence is a substitution for 'or 
one of the horses making such dead heat be 
withdrawn.’ In other words, all dead heats for 
first place in two-year-old races must result in a 
division of the purse. 

“During the meeting members examined a 
new idea in the starting machine line, pa- 
tented by Samuel Stedeker. The model showed 
an elaborate but decidedly novel apparatus. On 
each side of tbe track are built steel rails run- 
ning from the starting post some 150 feet in an 
opposite direction to tbetinish. A small truck 
in each rail supports two well-braced poles. 
Between the latter is stretched a wide can- 
vas band, breast high with tbe horses. Tbe 
trucks ere worked by electricity by tbe starter, 
and, as the horses advance, tbe trucks support- 
ing the starting apparatus also advance, and 
net until the animals ate well aligned and well 
in their stride is the canvas band released. 

“Whether tbe machine impressed members 
favorably or not remains to be seen, but it is 
highly probable that it will be given a trial.’’ 

After his return from England Charles Dwyer 
aaid of racing across the big pond : “There is a 
vast difference between racing in England and 
America. There sre many new curves and 
angles te tbe game across the water. Tersely 
put, racing in America is in its swaddling 
clothes. In England it has reached its full 
maturity. One has to have a priacely income 
to indnlge in racing in England. A poor mau 
ahonld mot attempt it. Where there is one out- 
iRT in America there axe three in England. 
There is little to choose between tbe English 
and Amei ica a thoroughbred. One is as good as 
the other. A good horse I find is a good horao 



in any country. Our jockeys, Sloan, Martin and 
the Reiff brothers, created a mild panic among 
the knights of the pigskin and among tbe 
layers. Tbe English jockeys were a trifle miffed 
at the American boys’ success and the book- 
makers were alarmed. 

“Tbe officials are all courteous and are never 
too busy to return a civil answer to a query. 
The rules are interpratsd for all alike. Nobody 
appears to take umbrage at being bid up in a 
selling race. Such a proceeding is tbe rnle and 
not tbe exception, as is tbe case in this country. 
But my advice to those men who have plenty 
of money and can spare tbe time is : Go to 
England if you wish to see real good racing.’’ 

Secretary McIntyre, of tbe Brooklyn Jockey 
Club, is highly elated because of tbe huge list 
of entries the newly established Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap received. It is really 
remarkable and shows conclusively that the 
illegitimate style of racing has been elevated 
to a high plane in the east. The entries were 
as follows :
